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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to the Patent Application Amendments filed on 
November 15, 2004, and further to the Amendments transmitted to the Examiner on 
March 4, 2005. Both Amendments are considered. 

2. After an update search and a thorough examination of the present Application and in 
light of the prior arts searched and investigated from different domains, Claims 41-57 
are allowed. 

Reason for Allowable 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the Examiner's Office Action for non-Final Rejection of August 23, 2004, U.S.C. § 
102, rejections was mainly based on reference Gould et al. (U.S. Patent 6,505,209, 
"Poly Vector Reverse Navigation", hereafter "Gould"). The Applicant argued the Gould 
reference is for navigating hypergraph and does not show the features and principle of 
the Application. Based on a telephone interview conducted on March 4, 2005, the 
Applicants filed Amendments on March 4, 2005, to clearly distinguish the Application 
from prior art. 

Based on further reviewing the above consideration and an update search conducted 
as described below, the Amendment filed on March 4, 2005, is hereby considered and 
accepted. 

The prior arts in domains (EAST, NPL-ACM, Google, NPL-IEEE, etc) searches have 
been updated. The Examiner further lists two more references which teach some, but 
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not all, limitations of each of the independent claims 41 , 47 and 53. The following 
references obtained during the update search is hereby cited by the Examiner.

The prior arts searched and investigated in domains (EAST, NPL-ACM, Google, 
NPL-IEEE, etc) do not fairly teach or suggest the teaching of the following limitation of 
each of the independent Claims 41 , 47 and 53, which are stated and highlighted as 
below. 

wherein collections are data structures comprised of a collection specifier and 
collection content containing zero or more collection content files, and wherein a 
collection specifier contains information about a collection instance, 
including at least a collection name and a collection type indicator, and wherein said 
process is performed on or with the aid of a computer configured with collection 
command applicator software means. 
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Claims 42-46, 48-52 and 54-57 are dependent on the Claims 41 , 47 and 53, 
respectively, and also distinct from the prior arts for the same reason.
